Section 503(a) of ~he Act

provides that the Commission shall, receive and determine in accordance with

applicable substantive laws Including international law~ the amount and

validity of clalms by nationals of the United States against the Government

of Cuba arising since 3anuary 1~ 1959 for

losses resulting from the nationalizatlon~ exproprlatlon.~
intervention or other takin8 of~ or Special measures
directed a8alnst, property including any rights or inter-
eats therein owned wholly or partia!ly~ directly or in-
directly at the time by nationals of the United States.
